Harrisburg, Pa.—At the age of S3 
years, Daniel Drawbaugh, the prolific 
Cumberland county inventor, to whom

his brain has recently evolved. 
The separator consists of a series of 
brass plates, one above another, per­ 
forated with holes sufficiently large to 
allow a coin of a certain size to slip 
through, and no larger.

He 
dumps in a shovelful or so of dollars, 
halves, quarters, dimes, nickels and 
cents, gives the crank a turn and the 
dollars drop Into a tube; another turn 
and out come U|e halves, etc. Pressure 
of a button in the tube separates the 
coins into piles of five, ten, twenty, 
etc., for easy rolling into packages.

Los Angeles, Oct. 3.—Twenty -one 
p ersons, it Is now known, lost their 
liv es in an ex p losion and fire which de­ 
stroy ed the Los Angeles Times bu ild­ 
ing early Satu rday morning. 
Only fiv e of the nineteen bodies 
bu ried In the ru ins hav e been recov ­ 
ered, althou gh scores of men are at 
work remov ing debris. The p olice are 
bu sy seeking clu es to the p erp etrators 
of the ou trage. 
Little real p rogress 
seems to hav e been made. 
The latest 
su sp ect, the third taken into cu stody , 
is Martin Egan, and he is an alleged 
anarchist. 
The p olice decline to say 
on what grou nds they took him In. 
Eighteen thou sand fiv e hu ndred dol­ 
lars’ reward is now offered for the ar­ 
rest of the p ersons who blew u p the 
p lant. The city cou ncil has raised the 
city ’s reward from $5,000 to $10,000. 
In addition to this the u nion labor 
leaders hav e offered $7,500 and other 
newsp ap ers $1,000. 
General Otis has issu ed a statement 
In which he say s: 
“While I am 
amazed at the desp eration of criminal 
consp irators in destroy ing the Times 
bu ilding and slay ing its loy al defend­ 
ers, whose loss I deep ly dep lore, the 
Times itself will liv e brav ely defend­ 
ing the v ital and essential p rincip les 
of indu strial freedom u nder the law, 
which mu st y et triu mp h in the entire 
nation.” 
When some friend ex p ressed sy m­ 
p athy with Otis for the loss of his 
p lant, he rep lied: 
“Nev er mind the 
bu ildings. 
I can get $500,000 worth of 
new machinery by simp ly signing a 
check, bu t who is going to giv e me 
back my men?” 
The city was startled Satu rday after­ 
noon when it was learned that an in­ 
fernal machine had been fou nd on a 
rear p orch of the home of General Har­ 
rison Grey ctis, p u blisher and chief 
editor of the Times. 
Earlier in the 
day , after the disaster at the Times 
p u blishing hou se, a dy namite bomb 
was discov ered at the home of F. J. 
Zeehandelaar, secretary of the Mer­ 
chants’ and M anu factu rers’ associa- 
General Otis has for 
twenty y ears 
fou ght organized labor. The secretary 
of the M erchants’ association has been 
activ e in the anti-u nion warfare. 
As a resu lt of the tragedy of the p u b­ 
lishing bou se direct charges are made 
by General Otis and his heads of de- j 
p artments that organized labor was j 
resp onsible for the destru ction of the !

It is asserted by heads of the

' Times staff and also by the p olice that j 
the destru ction of the Times bu ilding ; 
w’as accomp lished by the u se of dy na-

mite. 
A disav owal of labor u nion resp onsi­ 
bility for the Times dy namiting from a 
labor u nion sou rce 
came from the 
strike committee of the metal trades, 
members of which hav e been on strike 
for some months, and between which 
organization and the Times there has 
been great bitterness. 
The commit­ 
tee’s 
statement 
declares 
that "the 
statement in the Times that the ex p lo­ 
sion was cau sed by some p erson or 
p ersons connected with organized la­ 
bor here or elsewhere is false. 
We 
deny u nequ iv ocally that the u nions or 
any u nion man in ou r knowledge had 
any thing to do with any v iolence 
against the Times emp loy es or p rop ­ 
erty .

Eagle Pass, Tex ., Oct. 3.—The coal 
mine disaster near Esp eranza, Mex ico, 
abou t 100 miles sou th of here, Satu r­ 
day , wra8 worse than edrly rep orts in­ 
dicated. 
Adv ices receiv ed here are to 
the effect that more than 200 men 
were in the chamber where the ex p lo­ 
sion occu rred, and that they are all 
believ ed to be dead. After the ex p lo­ 
sion a rescu ing p arty entered the 
shaft, when a second ex p losion oc­ 
cu rred. 
Eight members of the p arty 
were killed. 
The debris which blocked the en­ 
trance to the chamber was cleared 
away after sev eral hou rs’ work and 
dead bodies are being slowly recov ­ 
ered. The fou l gas Is interfering with 
the work. 
At last rep orts more than 
six ty bodies had been recov ered. 
A force of gov ernment soldiers and 
ru rales is on the grou nd to p reserv e 
order. Members of the bereav ed fam­ 
ilies are gathered arou nd the mine’s 
op ening and the scene is heart-rend­ 
ing. 
The gov ernment has ordered an 
inv estigation of the cau se of the ex ­ 
p losion. 
The mine is owned by the 
Cou ahu ila Coal comp any , a su bsidiary 
concern of the Mex ican Coal and Coke 
comp any , wrhich is controlled by Erie 
railroad Interests.

New York, Oct. 3.—In an official 
statement au thorized by Rear Admiral 
Charles X. Vreeland and giv en ou t by 
Cap tain Thomas S. Rodgers of the bat­ 
tleship New Hamp shire, the nu mber of 
the New Hamp shire’s sailors who are 
believ ed to hav e been on the battle­ 
ship ’s sailing lau nch when it filled in 
the Hu dson on Satu rday night and who 
are still missing is set down at twenty - 
nine. 
Twelv e members of Satu rday ’s 
liberty p arty off the New Hamp shire, 
who were not known to hav e been in 
the lau nch, bu t who are still missing, 
were noted in Cap tain Rodgers’s list. 
Cap tain Rodgers gav e ou t his state­ 
ment atfer the ex p iration of the last 
liberty p arty ’s shore leav e at 7 o’clock 
Su nday night. He said that the list of 
missing rep resented a carefu l p rocess 
of elimination made in conju nction 
with the calling of the entire ship ’s 
roll. Thou gh p olice boats dragged the 
riv er between the warship ’s anchor­ 
age off West 158th street and the 
shore all day , no bodies were recov ­ 
ered. 
The water there is v ery deep 
and grap p ling cannot be followed to 
great adv antage. 
The sailors were retu rning to 'the 
New Hamp shire after shore leav e and 
more than 100 of them, it is estimated, 
had crowded aboard the tender, which 
was being towed to the battleship . 
Abou t 300 y ards off shore the craft 
swamp ed and the entire load of Jack­ 
ies was p recip itated into the water. 
Some of the twenty -nine missing men 
may hav e swam ashore or hav e been 
p icked u p by shore lau nches and hav « 
not rep orted y et. 
Nothing more defi­ 
nite can be known u ntil the entire lib­ 
erty p arty of 350 men has been ac­ 
cou nted for.

( 4 ) The A rctic slo pe to the no rthw ard of 
th e Rocky m o untain system . 
The Pacific m o untain regio n is ch aracter­ 
ized on th e co ast by innum erable fiords and 
inlets, by deep inland passages and m o untains 
w hich rise tho usands of feet alm o st straigh t 
up from tide w ater. 
In th e interio r it culm i­ 
nates in M ount M cKinley, the highest point 
on th e N o rth A m erican co ntinent. 
T here is 
v ery little lev el land in this regio n, especially 
in the so utheastern part. 
The m o untains are 
gre a t m asses of ro ck and the upper parts of 
$hem are co v ered w ith perpetual snow and ice. 
On th e co ast m any glaciers reach tide w ater, 
' but in the interio r they are confined to higher 
altitudes.

The m o untains of this regio n reach a 
co nsiderable tho ugh In no case a no tew o rthy

On th eir so uthern slope head m any 
stream s w hich em pty into th e Yukon; tho se 
on the no rthern slo pe em pty into th e A rctic 
ocean. 
The A rctic slope region, lying no rth of the 
Rocky m o untain regio n, is com posed of ro ll­ 
ing tundras, in which truly A rctic co nditio ns 
prev ail. 
It has been less explo red than any 
o ther po rtio n of Alaska. 
In m any places In the interio r the po st­ 
glacial silts and sands form an excellent soil, 
and upon them w hatev er future agriculture 
th ere m ay be In A laska will chiefly be dev el­ 
oped.

The annual precipitatio n at Juneau and S itka 
is from 8 0 to 9 0 Inches.

T he co ast fo rests of so u th eastern and so uth­ 
ern A laska are nearly all included In th e Ton- 
gass and Chugach N atio nal fo rests, w hich com­ 
prise 26,761,626 acres; and a large pro po rtio n 
of this area Is fo rested. The species are chiefly 
w estern hem lo ck (T suga hetero phylla), Sitka 
spruce (P icea sitch ensls), w estern red cedar 
(T huja pllcata), and yellow cedar (Cham aecy- 
parls no o tk atensis). 
On th e co ast th e tim ber 
line Is low. On deer m o untain at K etchikan, for 
instance, spruce saw tim b er sto ps at abo ut 
1,500 feet, and th e peak, w ith an elev atio n of 
3,000 feet, bears o nly stu nted black hem lock. 
In the co ast regio n th e stand Is generally 
dense, and as m uch as 25,000 feet per acre has 
been estim ated for co nsiderable tracts. 
S itka 
spruce pro bably av erages 20 per cent, of the 
stand, and w estern hem lo ck abo ut 75 per cent. 
The spruce reaches a large size, and o ccasio n­ 
ally attains diam eters o f m o re than six feet 
and heights of 150 fe e t 
D iam eters of th ree 
to fo ur feet are attained by w estern red cedar.

T he annual gro w th of the co ast fo rests 
is 
far In excess of th e local needs, and unless 
m etho ds of utilizatio n

dev elo ped 
which 
will resu lt In th e expo rt of fo rest pro ducts 
these fo rests canno t be handled rightly. 
T he fo rests of interio r A laska 
are 
prac­ 
tically all Included w ithin the drainage basin 
of the Yukon and K uskokw lm riv ers. 
Tb« *y 
are chiefly of the w'oodland type, and are esti­ 
m ated to co v er appro xim ately 8 0,000,000 acres, 
but pro bably no t m o re than 40,000,000 acres 
bear tim ber of sufficient size and density to 
m ake It especially v aluable for eith er cord 
wood o r saw logs. 
S ev eral tim es as m uch tim ber Is used each 
year in the interio r of A laska fo r fuel as is 
used fo r lum ber. 
The Interio r of A laska de­ 
pends entirely upon w*ood for heat, light and 
power. 
O bv iously all the fo rests of A laska, w heth­ 
er on th e co ast o r In the Interio r, sho u’ I be 
pro tected and m ade of th e utm o st perm anent 
use. 
The co ast fo rests, which include m o st 
of the saw tim ber of the territo r> and by far 
the heav iest stands, are nearly all pro tected 
by natio nal fo rests. 
They hav e not been dam 
aged by fire and are but slightly reduced by 
cutting. 
They 
are 
o v erm ature. 
Carefully 
planned cutting should tak e place as soon as 
po ssible. 
Ev ery effo rt should be m ade to hav e 
them utilized for lum ber, and especially for 
pulp. 
They should be so m anaged as to In­ 
crease th e stand of spruce and decrease that 
of hem lock. 
In the interio r fo rests, situated 
entirely upon public lands, unregulated cutting 
and dev astating fires are going on. 
The coast 
fo rests w ere reserv ed befo re they w ere im 
paired. 
Tho se of th e interio r hav e already 
been serio usly dam aged. T heir pro tectio n can 
no t begin too soon. 
W hile the pro ducts of the 
co ast fo rests need a fo reign m arket, the inte 
rlo r fo rests w ith the best of trea tm e nt are not 
likely to supply m o re than a p art of th e home 
dem and. 
If pro tected they will co ntinue to 
furnish logs for cabins, low-grade lum ber and 
fuel indefinitely. 
H igher grade lum ber 
re 
quired by the interio r m ust alw ays be im po rted

Siu ce that time, ho wev er, they hav e 
stead ily Increased , u ntil no w we are getting them 
In at the rate o f mo re than 150 a week .

An inspectio n o f a nu mber o f the patents late­ 
ly Issued to tho se aspiring to so ar sho ws that the 
patent o ffice man k new what he was 
talk ing 
abo u t. 
Were it no t that these freak airships 
were fo rmally patented , and that it had co st the 
inv ento rs at least $100 apiece to o btain su ch pat­ 
ents, it wo uld seem, fro m ex aminatio n, that many 
o f them had been try ing to perpetrate a prac­ 
tical jo k e o n the patent o ffice o fficials. 
The wild est flights o f whimsical imaginatio n 
canno t reach bey o nd so me o f the crazy co mbina­ 
tio ns reco rd ed as airships and aero planes in the 
Washingto n archiv es. 
Co uld the claims mad e 
by so me o f the fathers to these weird machines 
be practically realized , the magic carpet o f Prince 
Ahmed and the fabu lo u s ro ck o f the “Arabian 
Nights” wo uld hid e their chagrined head s u nd er 
the bed and go o u t o f the fly ing bu siness. 
What ad d s to the gro tesqu e hu mo r o f these 
patents is that their claims are all co u ched in 
strictly scientific langu age, read ing lik e a repo rt 
o f an aero nau tic so ciety . 
Also the strict attentio n to minu test d etail is 
■» musing; railings to prev ent the passenger fro m 
falling o v er in the scenery , muffs to k eep hand s 
and ears warm while so aring thro u gh the zero 
latitu d es o f the u pper air, co mfo rtable sleeping 
bed s carefu lly arranged with springs, so that the 
Jar o f alighting will no t awak e the fo lk s, tele­ 
sco pes arranged o n swiv els at co nv enient places 
abo u t the d eck s that the cu rio u s trav eler may 
d iscern what co ntinent he's fly ing o v er—these 
and a sco re o f o ther d etails are carefu lly insert­ 
ed , d o u btless to sho w intend ing pu rchasers ho w 
their co mfo rt has been lo o k ed after. 
In many o f the d rawings the aero nau t is 
sho wn, inv ariably sitting with hand s placid ly 
fo ld ed , to sho w it’s ju st as e-e-asy ! 
All manner 
o f means o f pro pulsio n hav e been bro u ght into 
requ isitio n fro m d y namite to d u ck s. 
Wings, air, 
aerifo rm and liquid to rped o es all co me in fo r a 
share. 
Occasio nally , to o , o ne co mes acro ss an in­ 
v ento r w’ho has wo rk ed o u t ail the pro blems to a% 
nicety —and then has failed to pro v id e a mo tiv e 
po wer. 
But this trifle is d ismissed with so me 
su ch remark as “Any co nv enient fo rm o f mo tiv e 
¿o wer may be u sed .” 
No single lo cality can bo ast itself the ho me o f 
these erratic geniu ses. 
They stretch acro ss the 
co u ntry and o v erlap Eu ro pe fro m Co lo rad o to 
Bu d apest, in Hu ngary . Washingto n ha s o n®, New 


Yo rk sev eral, and 
a 
man fro m Baltimo re 
tipto ed into the pat­ 
ent o ffice no t lo ng 
ago , c a u t i o u s l y 
mad e his way to the 
o ffice o f the chief 
ex aminer o f the air­ 
ship 
sectio n, 
shu t 
the 
d o o r 
secu rely 
and info rmed the as­ 
to nished 
ex aminer 
that his secret was 
to o v alu able to co m­ 
mit to paper, and 
* hence he had co me 
o v er to co nfid e it to 
his ears, which he 
wo uld d o o nly after 
a so lemn pled ge in 
writing 
signed 
by 
the o fficial, no t to 
d iv u lge o r tak e ad - 
v a n t a g e o f t he 
k no wled ge. The ex ­ 
aminer d eclined the

ho no r, 
the 
Balti­ 
mo re man insisted , and upo n fu rther refu sal 
wax ed wrathfu l, w’hereu po n the ex aminer called 
the bo u ncer. 
An inv ento r in Highland s, Co l., recently o b­ 
tained a patent' u po n an airship that co ntains all 
the co mfo rts o f ho me. 
In the d rawings it re­ 
sembles an enlarged pictu re o f so me so rt o f a 
bug, wd th a' ro w' o f ey es alo ng the sid e and a 
ruifle d o wn its back ; o n inspectio n the ruffle re­ 
so lv es itsetf into the railing alo ng the u pper d eck 
and the ey es Into wind o ws o f the v ario u s state­ 
ro o ms o n the ship. 
The lace cu rtains o f each wind o w are care­ 
fully lo o ped back so as no t to o bscu re the v iew. 
A staircase lead s d o wn fro m the hatchway that 
mo d est wo men may alight witho u t u nd u e ex po ­ 
su re o f lingerie. 
Ev ery thing man can want Is 
sho wn, ev en.to the buffet—that is, all ex cept the 
machinery , whicfl is pro bably in the cellar o f the 
craft with the lau nd ry tu bs and the fu rnace, 
A man o f Bergen, N, J., has patented what 
lo o k s lik e a large metallic 
bo x 
tu rned 
u psid e 
d o wn. 
There is no bo tto m in it. 
In the sid e 
w alls_ are circu lar o penings, and in these are ro ­ 
tary " fans, which su ck the air into the bo x . 
The 
aero nau t sits in a car su spend ed fro m the bo x . 
When the Bergen man wants to fly he tu rns 
the po w'er o nto his fans; these pu mp air into the 
bo x . It can o nly escape d o wnward , and the reac­ 
tio n fro m this po werfu l d raft will fo rce the bo x 
u pward , cau sing it to fly —so ru nneth the patent 
specificatio n. 
An ex pert o f the patent o ffice figured o u t that 
a blast stro ng eno u gh to lift the co mbined w'eight 
o f machine and aero nau t wo uld blo w a ho le in 
the gro u nd big eno u gh to hid e an elephant. What 
happens to the u nfo rtu nate hero who sits belo w 
in the teeth o f this to rnad o will pro bably be to ld 
in the su pplemental applicatio n recently filed . 
A geniu s fro m Clark sv ille, Tenn., wo uld fly 
by Incasing himself in a ru bber suit, mu ch lik e 
that o f a d iv er, to which are attached ho llo w 
wiu gs filled with liquid air. 
The release o f the 
air thro u gh v alv ed v ents d o wnward and back ­ 
ward pro pels him u pward and fo rward . 
There 
are no ey eho les in the casing, “bu t,” naiv ely 
remark s the inv ento r, “the air pressu re fro m 
witho u t will enable the aero nau t to d etermine his 
d irectio n,” which is rather a v agu e so rt o f co m­ 
pass. 
Fro m gay Paree co mes Ed o u ard Wulff, with a 
patented scheme fo r fly ing by means o f “eagles, 
v u ltu res o r co nd o rs.” 
Tru e to the Instincts 
o f his nativ e city , he fits o u t his bird s with “co r­ 
sets,” the specificatio ns o f which as to trimmings, 
bind ing, etc., are carefu lly set o ut. 
B. Szau tmik lo sy , fro m Bu d apest, Hu ngary , also 
has patented a bird -d riv en airship, bu t limits his 
mo to rs to d u ck s; why d u ck s is no t set fo rth. 
Of co u rse Chicago has to shy her casto r into 
the ring. 
She tu rns up with a co mbinatio n 
ballo o n-ho tel-bo at-airship, with bay wind o w’s and 
balco nies in the bo d y o f the build ing, “eminently 
ad apted fo r fly big thro u gh the air o r nav igating 
the water,” saith the patent. It has a hu ll-shaped 
bo d y , and the v essel can go fro m air to water 
and fro m wrater to air witho u t d istu rbing the 
po k er game in the smo k ing ro o m. 
Bu t a wo man fro m Bro o k ly n go es the Chicago 
man o ne better 
If so me night the lo nely way ­ 
farer is startled by the appearance o f a huge, 
no nd escript bird that alights in the ro ad way and 
go es steeplechasing cro ss co u ntry with a Barney 
Old field speed u ntil it reaches a nearby lak e, o v er 
which It rapid ly sk ims, u ntil, land ing o n the fu r­ 
ther sho re, it rises into the air ag-iin, and d isap­ 
pears o v er the ho rizo n with a parting flirt o f its 
tall, let no t that way farer hasten to the nearest 
parso nage and sign the pled ge. The bird he has 
seen is real, fo r it is o nly the lad y fro m Bro o k ly n 
tak ing a n after-d inner spin in her newest inv en­ 
tio n, a ship tha t ca n mak e a lig htning cha ng e 


Into bo at, aero plane o r auto mo bile, with a rapid ­ 
ity that w’o uld aro u se the env y o f a v au d ev ille 
artist. 
This craft is o perated by wings, and with an 
aesthetic taste characteristic o f Bro o k ly nites she 
has fastened them o n realistic figu res o f “bird s, 
griffo ns, angels and Uncle Sam,” which stanu 
aro u nd the eav es o f the ship, “to rend er the 
machine attractiv e,” as she stated in her appli- 
catino . 
Ok laho ma City , to sho w’ that the newest state 
is also in the ru nning, send s a so rt o f Venetian 
blind , the slats o f which, being mo v ed back and 
fo rth by the aero nau t, cau se him to rise swiftly 
in the air and sail away to far-o ff land s. 
But 
Bro o k ly n, bent o n impro v ement, in a patent lately 
o btained by a mau fro m that city , has ad d ed 
feathers to these slats, whether to aid in the 
flight o r “to rend er the machine mo re attractiv e” 
the patent d o es no t 6 tate. 
Ind eed , there seems to be an epid emic o f air­ 
ship bu gs in Bro o k ly n, d o u btless escaped fro m 
Mineó la. Still a third fly ing machine has recently 
been patented by an imaginativ e man o f that 
to wn. This o ne stand s up in his. 
If y o u want to 
fly in it, y o u plant y o u r feet firmly upo n the plat­ 
fo rm, grasp the jo inted ro d s that ru n fro m this 
to the w'ings o v erhead , wo rk them brisk ly back 
and fo rth so as to flap the wings, and there y o u 
are—y et! 
Patent o ffice ex perts estimate that it 
w'o uld tak e fo rty fo o l-po wer to lift this appliance 
fro m the gro u nd . 
A St. Lo uis inv entio n 
clo sely resembies 
a 
clo ihea pin with the c~ ~-‘-» r sitting between the 
fo rk s. Where the he M i f f pin w’o uld be is set 
the electric d y namo , i 
¿ a co ntemptu o u s d is­ 
regard fo r the laws o f grav itatio n. 
The machine 
is mo v ed by the flapping o f wings, which are 
bu ilt o n the plan o f the cellar d o o r o f child ho o d . 
There is so mething really u niqu e in the patent 
o btained by a Clev eland man. 
The d ev ice co n­ 
sists o f a cigar-shaped gasbag, mu ch lik e that in 
the Bald win o r Zeppelin airship. 
Aro u nd it, fro m 
stem to stern, ru ns a spiral fin o r v ane lik e the 
thread s o n a screw. 
The aero nau t site o n a 
sad d le 
su spend ed 
belo w’. 
When the 
machine 
rises into the air he pro pels himself by o perating 
a ped al w’hich rev o lv es the gasbag. 
The fin o r 
v ane, thu s rev o lv ed , bo res itself thro u gh the air 
lik e the pro peller o f an o rd inary aero plane. This 
inv ento r carries alo ng a so rt o f aerial bathing 
su it with au x iliary fly ing attachment, whereby ho 
may d ispo rt himself in the great air o cean abo v e. 
No o ne can gainsay the fo resight o f the “im­ 
pro v ement in airships” mad e by a resid ent o f 
Ho t Springs, Ark . 
The first claim in his patent 
is that his ballo o n is so co nstru cted that if it 
bu rsts the bagging will “nest In the rigging abo v e 
and fo rm a parachu te wiiereby the aero nau t may 
d escend safely to the earth.” This is co mmend ed 
to anx io u s mo thers who se small bo y s hav e the 
airship bug. 
A Bo sto n inv ento r u pho ld s the* repu tatio n o f 
that to wn fo r eru d itio n by prefacing his applica­ 
tio n fo r patent with a learned d isco u rse o n the 
fact that heated air rises. 
“Bu t,” he co ntinu es, “d isaster frequ ently o c­ 
cu rs thro u gh the u se o f o iled silk o r o ther fragile 
o r inflammable material as a receptacle fo r su ch 
air in ballo o ns and airships.” 
He remed ies this 
by su bstitu ting therefo r a “large cy lind er o f so me 
light metal, preferably alu minu m,” as his specifi­ 
catio ns state. 
Immed iately beneath this cy lind er 
is placed a co zy fu rnace. The man who wants to 
see his name in the paper gets o u t o f bed and 
bu ild s a fire in this fu inace. 
This heats the air 
in the alu minu m cy lind er, the heated air rises, 
tak ing alo ng cy lind er, fu rnace and man, and away 
they go ! 
This principle, acco rd ing to a patent 
o ffice man, ex plains why many bo ilers go up with 
fu rnace and engineer. 
An Omaha, Neb., man sho ws a western pred i­ 
lectio n fo r firearms by trimming the rear o f his 
airship with cartrid ges. When these are ex plo d ed 
In su ccessio n he ex pects to be d riv en thro u gh tho 
air to his d estinatio n with neatness and d ispatch, 
the ex plo d ing cartrid ges lend ing a ho melik e air 
to the su rro u nd ings. 
When his cartrid ges are 
ex pend ed he lo ad s her up again as o ne wo uld tho 
chambers o f a rev o lv er. 
With so many bizarre airships in embry o in 
her mid st, Washingto n had to tak e a hand . 
The 
man o f the capital go es o ne better than the Ar­ 
k ansas inv ento r mentio ned , w’ho tu rns his “bu st­ 
ed ” ballo o n into a parachu te. 
This man’s air­ 
ship, when it blo ws u p o r he gets tired o f sailing 
amo ng the clo u d s ballo o nwise, tu rns itself into an 
aero plane witho u t the slightest effo rt. 
When tho 
gas is o u t o f the bag the thing is d o ne. 
He car­ 
ries a gas generato r o n bo ard so that when he 
wants a little mo re ballo o ning he can fill it up 
again. 
This ship also has a ho te’ attachment with 
twelv e ro o ms—in the d rawings. 
It is pro pelled 
by a k ind o f Archimed es screw pro peller which 
he has been tho u ghtfu l eno u gh to hav e “encased 
in alu minu m ho u sings,” so that lad ies’ sk irts will 
no t beco me entangled . He, to o , pro v id es all man­ 
ner o f co mfo rts o n bo ard , each o ne painfully d e­ 
tailed in the patent. 
These are bu t a few’ o f tho freak palents 
lately issued fo r airships and aero planes, bu t they 
are eno u gh to co nv ince any inv ento r that if he 
wants to spring any thing no v el o n the peo ple 
in the line o f hand -mad e bird s o f bu rd en he’s go t 
to get up mighty early in the mo rning and wo rk 


a s lo ng as there’s light to see.
